Purpose
The facility houses male offenders who are lower
security risks with all types of committing offenses.
DJJ also assigns a limited number of major and
serious offenders as a transitional placement prior
to parole.  For placement at Natural Bridge,
consideration is given but not limited to the
following factors:
• ability to function in an open-setting
• ability to function within a structured program
• exhibited appropriate response to program-

matic interventions
• classified as low-risk

Introduction
Natural Bridge Juvenile Correctional Center (JCC)
was established on the site of a 1930s Civilian
Conservation Corps Camp.  In the 1940s, the camp
became part of the U.S. Bureau of Prisons and by
1964, the Department of Welfare and Institutions-
Youth Services assumed operations of the facility as
a placement for status offenders and juveniles with
lesser criminal offenses.  In the 1970s, the facility
was used as a “learning center” for youth before the
courts.  Since 1996,the Department of Juvenile
Justice (DJJ) has operated the facility as a
“correctional center”.

Academics
Thunder Ridge High School, operated by the
Department of Correctional Education (DCE), offers
academic classes including: Reading, English,
Mathematics, Science, Social Skills, and Health/Physical
Education; and also offers vocational training in the auto
service, brick masonry, building maintenance, and wood
working fields.  GED training, special education classes,
and library services are also offered to provide a full
range of services for all wards to better prepare them
for their return to high school, college, or employment.

Facilities
The facility occupies approximately 100 acres of the
Jefferson National Forest located in Rockbridge County
near historic Natural Bridge.  The JCC operates with
four dormitory style living units, a gymnasium,
academic as well as vocational classrooms, and several
support buildings.

Additional Program Highlights
Natural Bridge JCC offers therapeutic counseling,
substance abuse treatment, and anger management
educational groups.  The facility also offers additional
programs such as Camp New Hope, Youth Industries,
Agri-business, and the pilot Work/Educational Re-
lease Program.  Camp New Hope  provides an outdoor
experiential program of interpersonal, self-reliant,
independent, and interdependent relationships in a
wilderness setting.  This program is offered to as-
signed youth as well as community agencies. Agri-business Garden Project

The Youth Industr ies Program offers wards an
opportunity to overcome barriers to employment
by providing vocational/academic instruction,
hands-on work-based training, and guidance on using
these skills when entering the job market.  At
Natural Bridge, this program offers training in fields
such as carpentry and woodworking.  Items produced
in the program are sold to the community.

The Agri-business Program also provides work and
training for wards in fields such as gardening and
care of livestock (i.e. calves).  The livestock
component of the program is a joint venture with
the Virginia Department of Corrections.

The purpose of the Work/Education Release Program
is to provide select juveniles with opportunities
for successful transition back into the community
by providing them with employment skills,
educational opportunities, job placement in the
community, life skills training, and transitional
living while being monitored by staff.  Compli-
ance with program rules, curfews, task comple-
tion, demonstration of fiscal responsibility, and
participation in life skills training are all part of
this program.
